Die popularity of the New Deal 


shows another decline in the fourth 
report of The Literary Digest's nation- 
wide poll as 642,711 votes from twenty- 
six states are tallied. 


The total balloting to date is Shown 


divided 274;830 votes, or 42.76 per cent 
for the. New Deal, to 367,881 votes, or 
57.24 per cent against it. 


The voting against the New Deal was 


53.28 per cent in the first poll report, 
55.89 per cent in the second, and 55.60 
per cent In last week's tabulation. 


The latest tabulation which appears 


in the current issue of the magazine 
shows seven states, all in the south, 
averaging majorities of over 3 to 2 
for the New Deal while the nineteen 
other states vote negatively on the 
question "Do you now approve the 
nets and policies of the Roosevelt New 
Deal to date?" by margins of scant 
majorities to over 3 to 1, as in Massa- 
chusetts.

A "visitor" arriving in Hope Friday 


partly explains why it is that the 
Norwegian countries almost alone out 
of all the nations of the world have 
managed to pay their war debts due 
the United States. 


The "visitor" is a 21-ton carload of 


newsprint—the paper that feeds The 
Star's big newspaper 
press—and 
it 


came direct from Olso, Norway. ,It 
was shipped across the Atlantic in the 
S. S. Vasaholm, docked in New Or- 
leans early this week, and arrived in 
Hope Friday on the L. & A. Railway. 
The Star uses between 45 and 50 tons 
of paper a year. 


The Star's management had been 


somewhat nervous over the coast-wise 
shipping strike on the Gulf ports, but 
was 
advised 
that deep-sea cargoes 


from Europe would be handled all 
right, the strike being directed at 
"local" shipping only. 


Finland, Norway and Sweden have 


the oldest paper-making industry in 
the world, although \tlie Canadian 
spruce forests probably lead the world 
in actual production. The Star's pros- 
ent "sheet" is a Minnesota-Canadian 
product. The last of the month the 
newspaper will switch over to the 
new product, manufactured by Nor- 
wegian Newsprint Makers, Ltd., Olso, 
Norway.

It'd true that -We 'hatufally tend to go a little 
slower at night. But if we aren't careful'we gradually 
get gbing faster than we realize, and that may get us 
into trouble. jYou. see, momentum, the same force 
that tries to keep us from making tutus safely; that 
cuts all kindi of capers on slippery roa'ds . .. never 
sleeps! He works on the same old principles night and 
day. Darkness doesn't hinder him, but it hinders us.

So, on considerably shorter notice 
than in the daytime a vehicle or pedestrian can come out of the darkness 
Almost before we know it we may have to slow down or stop for someone 
or something on the road . . . perhaps one of thoSe big lumberirie truck- 
that you barely see till you're right up on them; or a 
car whose tail-light has gone out . . . an unejgjectea 
curve, or what not.

When Neherhifth had accomplished 


his task of rebuilding the wtflls of 
Jerusalem arid .establishing safety in 
the hew community, there was, nat- 
urally, rejoicing among the people, 


In our lesson, this rejoicing is ex- 


The-people are gathered in the broad 
place before the water gate, and Ezra, 
sincere and earnest priest, has brought 
forth the book of the Law of Moses. 
There he read from early morning 
until mid-day, and the people wor- 
shiped Jehovah with their faces to the 
ground, giving thanks for all that had 
been accomplished. 


A great day might have been mar- 


red by making it one of sorrow and 
humiliation. Nehemiah was determ- 
ined that it should be a day of holi- 
ness, not of weeping and mourning. 
The people, in deed, did weep as they 
heard the words of the Lord, and their 
emotion may well have been one of 
joy as well as of repentance. 


But Nehemiah was building a joy- 


ful and happy community. He want- 
ed to establish prosperity upon a true 
basis of righteousness and mutual re- 
sponsibility. 


So he said to the people, in words 


that are famous, "Go your way, eat 
the fat and drink the sweet, and send 
portions unto Him for whom nothing 
is prepared." 


A people may be judged by the 


spirit of its holidays. Are these days 
of real rejoicing, or are they days of 
sordid and vulgar pleasure? Too of- 
ten our great national festivals have 
been days of indulgence and degrada- 
tion, rather than days filled With joy. 


The great contribution that the Jew- 


ish Scriptures have made to life, if 
we would but realize it, is the con- 
ception of a prosperity, individual and 
social, built upon integrity and social 
righteousness. More and more we 
have occasion, nationally and in the 
modern world, to realize the truth of 
this conception and the need of build- 
ing it into life. 


Our problems are no longer the 


problems of lack and want; they are 
the problems of abundance, the prob- 
lems of utilizing for the good of all • 
the things that nature and man's in- 
genuity have, in these days of organ- 
ization .transportation, and machines, 
provided with such abundance that 
men are talking constantly of limiting 
the supply.
